Commiſſioner, and Lords of Privy Council, Do hereby nd 
and Require, the Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers, 
and Purſevan ts, to paſstothe Mercat Crofsof Edinbargh, and there, by open 
Proclamation , to Warn all the Lords Spiritual and Temporal , ers of 
State, Commiſgioners of Shires and Burrows, to conveen at Hahrudbouſe, the 
faid twenty eighth of July, by nine of the Clock inthe forenoon 3 the Lords 
furniſhed with their Gowns, Robes, Horſes, and Footmantlesz and the Com- 
miſsioners of Shires and Burrows, with their Horſes and Footmantles, to at- 
tend His Royal Highneſs, His Majeſties high Commiſioner, on Horſe-back, in 
his going to the Parliament-Houſe, and in hisreturn. And to theend, it may 
be known who are to be Admitted as Commiſzioners for Shires and Burrows, 
that all Perſons having Commiſsion from any Shire or Burgh, deliver in their 
Commikons to the Clerk of Regiſter, upon the twenty fifth inſtant , in the 
forenoon, inthe Parliament-Houſe , thar accordingly they may be Admitted 
as Commiſsionersto this Parliament.
